It almost goes without 
saying that the people ought to control all highways and have 
free access to-them. The ultimate consequences of permit- 
ting private interests to bind the nation together with a far- 
' flung system of private highways are not altogether prom- 
ising. 


Democracy hardly lies in that direction. It may be that 


•the constantly growing stream of motor traffic will compel 
us to adopt some such plan; but one wonders if, in sue hcase, 
it would not be wise to put strict recapture clauses into all 
the contracts, sothat the state and.federal governments could 
eventually get possession of these toll roads.
